It is now a mere bole In the 
ground.. |Thebalf dozen shanties and cabins 
near It have lortg ago fcJlen Intodisnee. Their 
roofs have fallen, iu, and it is years since the 
gulch iu which their ru ns are was the habita- 
tion of men. The entire gulch is deserted now, 
and the Little Christabel is only d memory to 
those who once sharedj in the prosperity it 
once brought to Fairplay gulch. 


A long, narrow pile of decaying logs and 


parts of a clapboard roof nark the spot 
where tbe boarding honse was. There are 
still living many of tbe! meii who once gath- 
ered around the long, rough pine table that 
mil the fiUl length of the cabin. One of them 
told me the story of Miss Millicent . 


Miss Millicent Hay was the only woman ' 


ever seen at tbe Little Christable mine. 


When Harley Vance, the owner of the

I have averaged ?n tho whole from Vlad- 


ivostock to Lfindoi about thirty shillings a 
day,

distance i i aoout two months and* n half.

Tho food s very cheap, not very g»od. In 
tho long drive from Strotlnsk to' Tomsk 
about 1,800 iiiilM, you run tho risk of faring 
somewhat -Joody at tho various post stations. 
You me always suie of having a sdmovar 
with boi-ing water, with which to maka tea, 
and mill.-, with sometimes a chicken. Beyond 
that the resources cf the post houses do not 
often go. The cost if living on tho steamers 
where you have very good faro, is about four 
shillings ajday. 


The cheapest thing is the driving. At every 


ten to twenty miles along tuo main route you 
come upon a post house, maintained by tho 
govern mei t, where you change horses. You 
buy your oivu cnrrhgora springless vehicle 
which.does very well on smooth routes, but 
which jolts you to-rioly whou the route is'bad, 
and which you sell .vheu you get on tho far 
cnd. I bought my timntass nt one end, for 
£13, andsdditnt tleotuerend for £Oinv- 
ing taken «3 of jolting out of it in the 1,800 
miles which it corpicd me safely. You drivo 
f roin two tc flve horses, and travel at about the 
rote of six miles nn hour. You pay for the 
horses three pence a mile for the three—one 
pencaamiloper horse. In the very far east 
you only ]>iy half tlmt or one and one half 
pence a milo for three horses, which b«er- 
tainly not pear. But most of tho way yon 
pay three ] enco a mile lor tho throe The 
driver, who is also provided by the govern- 
ment, receives a gratuity ot fonr pence per 
stage of ten miles._Hon.
